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The statewide unemploy-
ment rate in 2002 was 5.1
percent, up 0.7 percentage
points from the previous
year. The United States un-
employment rate went from
4.7 percent in 2001 to 5.8
percent in 2002. This in-
crease in unemployment rate
(up 1.1 percent) is the larg-
est percentage point increase
since 1990-1991 (when the
rate went up 1.2 points).

Total nonfarm employment
in Tennessee decreased by
22,100 jobs during 2002.
There was a decrease of
33,900 jobs in the goods-
producing sector. Most of

this decline was in manufac-
turing (down 27,600 jobs).
There was an increase of
11,800 jobs in the service-
providing sector. Most of this
increase occurred in educa-
tional and health services (up
12,100 jobs) and professional
and business services (up
7,400 jobs). There were de-
clines in other industries
(most notably retail trade) that
partially offset these increases
in the service-providing indus-
tries.

One must note that industry
titles and levels of employ-
ment have changed from pre-
vious years as the federal gov-

ernment has instituted the
North American Industrial
Classification System
(NAICS) to replace the Stan-
dard Industrial Classification
system (SIC) are is compara-
ble due to our revisions of
prior years’ nonfarm employ-
ment data. Do not compare
these data with previous
years’ SIC-based data.

Of the 68 non-metropolitan
counties, 30 counties had non-
farm employment that de-
creased, 27 counties had non-
farm employment that in-
creased, and three counties
remained the same.

METROPOLITAN AREAS

The Chattanooga MSA un-
employment rate increased
to 3.9 percent from 3.2 per-
cent during the past year.
The labor force (place of
residence) increased by
3,600 while the nonfarm
employment (place of work)
decreased by 2,400 jobs.
The largest decline was in
manufacturing.

The Johnson City-
Kingsport-Bristol MSA
unemployment rate in-
creased from 4.6 percent to
5.5 percent in 2002. The
labor force increased by
5,300 while the nonfarm
employment decreased by

1,200 jobs. Manufacturing
declined by 1,600 jobs while
educational and health ser-
vices increased by 1,000 jobs.

The Knoxville MSA annual
average unemployment rate
increased from 3.3 percent to
3.5 percent. The labor force
and the nonfarm employment
both increased. The former by
13,400 and the latter by 4,500.
There was an increase of
1,400 jobs in educational and
health services.

The Memphis MSA 2002 an-
nual average unemployment
rate increased to 5.2 percent
from 4.1 percent. The labor

force increased by 9,400
while the nonfarm employ-
ment decreased by 7,700
jobs. Transportation, ware-
housing, and utilities declined
by 4,200 jobs during the last
year.

The Nashville MSA unem-
ployment rate increased from
3.3 to 4.0 percent during the
last year. The labor force in-
creased by 17,000 while the
nonfarm employment de-
creased by 3,300 jobs. The
largest decline was a 6.9 per-
cent drop in durable goods
manufacturing.

NONFARM EMPLOYMENT AND LABOR-

FORCE IN TENNESSEE

Tennessee's seasonally adjusted estimated
unemployment rate for June 2003 was 5.3
percent, up one-tenth of a percentage point
from the May 2003 rate. This is the 30th
consecutive month that the Tennessee
unemployment rate was lower than the
national rate.

The United States estimated unemployment
rate was 6.4 percent in June 2003. In June
2002, the national unemployment rate was
5.8 percent, and the state unemployment
rate was 5.1 percent.

Across Tennessee, the unemployment rate
increased in 94 counties and decreased in one
county.

Total nonfarm employment increased by
3,300 jobs from June 2002 to June 2003.
During this period there were seasonal
increases in health care/social assistance
(up 10,100 jobs), which includes 3,600
jobs in both ambulatory health care
services and hospitals; administrative/
support/waste management (up 5,000
jobs); local government (up 4,800 jobs);
food services/drinking places (up 4,400
jobs); and other services (up 2,100 jobs).

Over the year, the largest job losses
occurred in construction (down 4,600
jobs), which includes special trade
contractors (down 2,700 jobs); machinery
manufacturing (down 4,200 jobs); apparel
manufacturing and truck transportation
(both down 2,800 jobs); plastics/rubber
products manufacturing (down 1,600
jobs); gasoline stations (down 1,500 jobs);
electrical equipment/appliance
manufacturing (down 1,400 jobs); and
information (down 1,300 jobs).

During the past month, nonfarm
employment increased by 2,200 jobs.
There were seasonal increases in
leisure/hospitality (up 5,700 jobs), which
includes an increase of 3,100 jobs in
accommodation/food services; other
services (up 3,000 jobs), construction (up
2,500 jobs); professional/business services
